Rhino 



African rhinos are huge, heavyweight 
vegetarians. They spend most of their 
time on their own or with their young. 
They belong to the same family of 
hoofed animals as horses and tapirs and, 
like them, have three toes on each foot. 
Their extraordinary horns, which are 
fixed to a bump on the nose bone, are 
mainly used to defend their feeding 
ranges. 

There are two kinds of rhino in 
Africa, the black and the white. Their 
names are confusing for both of them are 
grey - the black rhino is dark grey and 
the white is light grey. Dutch settlers in 
southern Africa originally called the 
white rhino wijd, which means wide, to 
describe its mouth. The white rhino’s 
broad lips are well suited to cropping 
the grasses of the savannah where it 
lives. The black rhino lives in the bush 
and at the edge of woodland. It uses its 
grasping, pointed upper lip to tear off 
the shoots and leaves of bushes. 



<MUD ROLL 
Black rhinos often 
spend an hour at a 
time, submerged in 
a mud bath. They 
roll from side to 
side but. because 
of their weight, 
they find it difficult 
to roll on to their 
back. 



COOLING MUD 



Rhinos cannot sweat so, like warthogs, 
they use mud wallows to help them cool 
down. A thick coat of mud takes about 
an hour to dry off. During this time, the 
mud helps to absorb some of the rhino’s 
body heat. It also gives them protection 
against biting insects. If the mud 
wallows dry up, rhinos take sand baths. 



► JUICY SHOOTS 
The black rhino is a 
browser, like the 
giraffe and elephant. 
It can use its horns to 
pull down or break a 
branch so that it can 
tear off the shoots 
with its upper lip. 
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NEIGHBOURS 
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SIMBA SAYS 
When I first saw a 
hulking great rhino 
plodding through the 
grass on those tree- 
trunk legs, I wasn't 
scared at all. I 
reckoned that such a 
heavyweight had to be 
a real slowcoach. But 
let me give you a bit 
of advice: never mess 
with a rhino. They can 
really move when they 
want to. When a black 
rhino is annoyed it can 
tear along at up to 
50km per hour with 
those pointed horns at 
the ready. 



Rhinos tend co feed at the beginning 
and end of the day and rest during the 
midday heat. They have to eat huge 
amounts of plant food to fuel their vast 
bodies. So each rhino tries to lay claim 
to a feeding patch which is exclusively 
theirs. 

Male black rhinos stake out their 
feeding areas with smelly signs: patches 
of urine and piles of dung which they 
scatter about with their hind feet. 

Several males may have adjoining 
feeding areas which are within a 15km 
radius of a waterhole. They are prepared 
to share this waterhole with each other 
but they will charge at any outsiders 
who are bold enough to try to get a 
drink. The females usually have bigger 
feeding areas which they share with their 
young. 

White rhinos live closer to each other. 
Senior males hold feeding territories 
? which they will share with younger 
5 bulls, as long as they show respect to 
1 their superior, and keep out of his way. 

| A mother with her calf will be allowed 
^ to travel through a senior male’s 
\ territory but if another senior male 
I trespasses, he will be challenged. 



VRUB AND SPRAY 
Male white rhinos usually settle 
territory disputes by mock fighting. 
First, each male stands nose to nose, 
staring at his opponent aggressively. 
Then they back off and rub the 
ground with their horns. At this 
point, they usually stop and the 
winner urinates, to show he owns 
the area, while his opponent walks 
away. Sometimes a real fight breaks 
out, and the rhinos get badly hurt. 



ON THE TROT 
A baby white rhino, 
above, usually runs in 
front of its mother, 
while the baby black, 
right, trots along 
behind. Adult blacks 
hold their heads up 
while they run but 
the whites trot with 
their head close to 
the ground and only 
look up if they’re 
alarmed.

When the 
grass is too short for grazing 
she will use it to dig up roots. 

RHINO HORNS 



Rhinos’ horns do not have a bony central 
core, like those of antelopes and cattle. 
Instead, they are made up of a mass of 
hollow fibres of keratin, the same 
substance that’s found in hair and 
hooves. Black rhinos have two horns of 
about the same size, but white rhinos 
have a much longer front horn. It is the 
females who are the record holders: 
theirs grow to 1.5m or more. If a horn is 
knocked off, it can grow again, 
especially if the rhino is young. 



ENDANGERED! 

All the world's rhinos are 
threatened with extinction. 
There are fewer than 1 00 Javan 
rhinos left, about 500 
Sumatran, about 2000 Indian, 
2500 black and nearly 6000 
white rhinos. This is partly 
because they have lost their 
habitats to farming and human 
settlements. But mainly it is 
because the rhinos have been 
killed for their horns. 

In the Far East, the horn is 
used to make traditional 
medicines, and in Yemen they 
are made into decorated 
dagger handles. The World 
Wide Fund For Nature has set 
up projects to stop illegal 
trading and to protect the 
remaining rhinos in the wild. 



MOTHER AND CALF 



Female african rhinos are pregnant for 
about 1 6 months. The mother chooses a 
place with good cover to give birth. The 
new-born calf has no horns. For the first 
few weeks she keeps it out of sight of 
possible predators, such as hyenas. The 
baby feeds on its mother’s milk to start 
with, but is eating plant food by the 
time it is two months old. 

It stays with its mother until she 
gives birth to a new baby, which usually 
happens 2-3 years later.

The Himalayas is a jumbled mass of 
mountains about 2500km across. It's the 
highest range in the world and contains 
the two tallest peaks - Mount Everest, 
at 8487m, and K2 at S86lm. 

The Himalayas are growing higher 
still and, at the same time, they’re 
spreading further south. That’s because 
they are made of rock that crumpled up 
when India hit Asia, and India is still 




pushing into it. Before this, the rock 
was under a warm shallow sea. There are 
even fossils of ancient shellfish on peaks 
that are now thousands of metres high!
